night here 
A lecture will be given 
in the assembly room of the court 
house at 8 o’clock in the evening, ami 
every body is cordially invited to at­ 
tend this meeting. 
Those interested in the work of the 
Corn special, will be welcome to call 
at the Lake Erie depot, where the car 
will be sidetracked, where many things 
of interest and value to the farmer 
will be on exhibition. 
This train is equippedand run free 
of expense to the State. 
Through the 
courtesy of the L. E. <fc W. officials 
this train is furnished to Purdue Uni­ 
versity Experiment Station for the 
extending and projecting of the results 
of the Station investigations in the 
selection and care of seed corn. 
Recent investigations by the Experi 
ment Station shows that the stand of 
corn in the State is less than 7 5 per 
cent, of a perfect stand. 
This con­ 
dition in most cases is due to poor seed. 
By the use of demonstration material 
and results of investigations, the Ex­
